Increased Hog 
Prices Likely 


Be Authorized

OTTAWA, Sept, 
export prices for Canadian hogs 
may be authorized by the cabinet 
shortly as a means of maintaining 
and stepping up production to 
meet British demands, an author- 

itative source said today. Pro- 
posals likely to be accepted will 
mean an extra cent a pound on 
dressed hogs. 

The cabinet was meeting this af- 
ternoon. The method by which a 
higher price would be paid to pro- 
ducers will be a_ higher price 
schedule in the new agreement cov- 
ering shipments to Britain. 

Without a higher price, it is said 
fhere would be little prospect of 
Canada filling the proposed new 
agreement by which shipments of 
700,000,000 pounds of bacon will be 
pledged to Britain in 1942-3. This is 
100,000,000 pounds above the 
amount going to Britain this year.

BOMB SUBMARINE 

A small seaplane. without iden- 
tifying markings, was seen to come 
in trom the sea and circle the 
Mount Emily area just before the 
fire was observed, and shortly after 
the craft returned toward the sea. 

Several hours later an army 
patrol plane sighted and bombed 
a submarine 30 miles off the Ore- 
gon coast with “unobserved re- 
sults.”

SAW FIRE START 

Forestry patrols reported the in- 
cendiary bomb left a crater about 
three feet in diameter and a foot 
deep. 

Howard “Razz” Gardner, forest 
service lookout, observed the plane 
and saw the fire break out from his 
post on Mount Emily, nine miles 
from Brookings, Ore. 

Looking into the darkness at 6 

a.m., Sept. 9, when he heard the 
sound of a single motor, Gardner 


saw a circling plane overhead— | 


saw it so closely he identified it 
as a small seaplane, 


Shortly afterwards he saw flames 
break through the tree roof below 
—-in the same general area where a 
disastrous fire in the middle 30's 
destroyed a great forest and most 
of the coastal city of Bandon. 


ISOLATED SPOT 

Gardner sounded the alarm on 
the forest telephone, gathered some 
equipment and plunged through 
the forest by a short cut to battle 
the flames single handed. He had 
them under control by the time the 
forest fire suppression crew ar- 
rived after a 4%2-hour battle through 
brush and over rugged terrain from 
their station., 

So isolated is the spot that Ed 
Marshall, federal forester, was 
sure the Japanese had chosen it 
for the assault. The country-side 
is heavily timbered, mountainous, 
Sparsely settled, with few trails 
and no highways into the interior. 

Before the war Japanese worked | 
extensively through the Chetco 
river country, buying logs and raft- 
ing them downriver. 

The Japanese, the plane and the 
fire became linked together shortly 
after Gardner had controlled the 
flames,

battle of Dieppe, aggregate 
3,350 dead, wounded and 
missing, the department of 
national defence announced 
today. 

The announcement was made 
along with a list of the men 
officially reported missing whose 
names have been heid up from 
publication until now for security 
reasons, and with a statement 
from Defence Minister Ralston 
expressing sympathy to the rala- 
tives of the men who were killed, 
wounded or taken prisoner, 

Along with casualties previously 
reported, today’s list brings the 
| total number of known dead to 170, 
including 40 officers, the wounded 
to 633, including 41 officers, and the 
| missing to 2,547, including 130 
officers, 


List of Casualties Will Be Found 
On Page Eight 


“Canada's total casualties in the 
Dieppe attack aggregate 3,350 dead, 
wounded and missing,” said De- 
fence Minister Ralston’s statement 
EXTENDS SYMPATHY 
| “In releasing these figures and 
| the long list of those described as 
missing, I wish agajn to express the 
sympathy which all Canadians will 
feel with those who must endure 
| sorrow and anxiety, and the deep 
| pride which belongs to our country 
in the courage, the fighting gal- 
lantry and the proof of victory to 
come which Canada achieved at 
Dieppe.” 

The list issued today is a com- 
plete list of the missing at the 
Dieppe operation when Canadian 
soldiers, previously trained in 
combined operations, stormed 
ashore on the coast of France 
and battled Nazi defenders for 
nine hours, withdrawing after 
achieving heavy destruction, tak- 
ing prisoners and obtaining in- 
formation. 

It includes the names of some 120 
men previously officially reported 
missing in casualty lists, within a 
| few days after the operation and 
before the department decided to 
withhold all further reports of 
missing men until after a period 
which would give them time to es- 
cape capture by the enemy if they 
were still free and on French soil. 


MOST COSTLY OF WAR 

Dieppe thus goes down in his- 
tory as the most costly Canadian 
military operation of the Second 
Great War, even more costly than 
the defence of Hong Kong, where 
a force of some 1,900 men was lost. 
All the Hong Kong men have not 
| yet appeared in official casualty 
lists as precise information on 
those who were killed and those 
taken prisoner has not been avail- 
able 

The number of men officially 
reported killed and missing by 
the army since the start of the 


war now stands at 3,511, but does 
not include the Hong Kong 
fighters.

Doubtiess 
they did not count on the crip- 
pling of their inland waterways 
by freezing as extensively as has 
been the case in the last few 
bitterly hard winters, Probably 
they counted upon having more 
gasoline to truck qoeds along 
Hitler's pet “autobahnen” or high- 
speed auto highways. 

Whatever the reasons were, the 
Nazi leaders are in a jam in the 
movement of vital war and food 
supplies. Not enough of a jam yet 
directly to affect the outcome of 
the war, but if the R.A.F. and 
American bombers continue gto 
blast at the exposed nerve of trans- 
portation and sabotage picks up 
in the occupied areas—enough to 
cause the Nazis plenty of worry.

Chinese Troops 
Are Closing in 
~ Around Kinhwa

CHUNGKING, Sept, 15—-(BUP) 
—Chinese troops are closing in 
on Kinhwa, the only “bomb To- 
kyo” air base of Chekiang pro- 
vince still in Japanese hands, and 
have recaptured the town of 
Wuyi 23 miles south of the city, 
a communique said today. 

Five hundred Japanese defenders 

;of Wuyi were killed in the actiou 
yesterday and the rest are retreat- 
ing back along the Mei river to 
Kinhwa itself. The communique in- 
dicated that Chinese troops were in 
pursuit. 

The Japanese were putting all 
| pressure available into the semi- 
| circular defence line around Kin- 
hwa in an attempt to hold that im- 
| portant southeastern Chinese city, 
The communique reported “sharp 
| fighting” continuing west of Kin- 
hwa where it said that “reinforced” 
Japanese were attacking unsuccess- 
fully.

“3—The Hours Of Work Act, 
1936. This statute established the 
maximum number of hours per 
week which employees can be re- 
quired to work, at 54 in .the case 
of men, and 48 in the case of wo- 
men. It further empowered the 
Provincial Board of Industrial Re- 
lations to reduce these maximum 
hours in specific classifications of 
employment. In addition to this it 
gives each workman the legal right 
to one day of rest in seven, and 
establishes the principle of paying 
time and a half for overtime work. 

“4—The Industrial Standards Act, 
1935. This provides for the estab- 
lishment of schedules of wages and 
hours of employment for specific 
industries worked out by mutual 
agreements between employers and

“The laborer is worthy of his 
hire,’” is a declaration fundamental 
to Christian democracy. Unfortun- | 
ately the just rights of the workmen 
have all too frequently been ig- 
nored and denied. During the pre- | 
war period when unemployment | 
was at its height thousands of men | 
and women were compelled by | 
necessity to accept employment at | 
rates of pay that were far below 
the level dictated by justice and 
equity. 

“In the U.S., before the war, out 
of a thousand people one person at 
the top had an annual income equal 
to the aggregate received by 400 at 
the bottom. Furthermore, one-third 
of the families of America were 
compelled to live on an annual in- | 
come of less than a thousand dollars 
a year, while another third had | 
less than $1,500 a year. No wonder 
there was a shortage of purchasiag | 
power before the war. It can be 
easily seen that this shortage of 
purchasing power was laregly to be 
found among the laboring people. 

“It was this fact that made your 
government on taking office, de- 
cide that one of the first neces- 
sary reforms was a revision of 
wage and working conditions. 

“It is the deep conviction of the 
Social Credit government that the 
establishment ans maintenance of 
fair and proper labor conditions is 
a matter that should concern every 


citizen, for surely no country or | 


province can hope to make progress 
that does not recognize the just 


rights of its workers or that fails | 


to see that they are given a square 
deal.

“3-The Labour Disputes Act, 
1926, which was designed for deal- 
ing with labour disputes by means 
of Boards of Arbitration. 

“4 — The Industrials Standards 
Act, 1935. This was a commendable 
piece cf legisiation providing for 
the establishment of fair wage 
rates and hours of labour in indi- 
vidual industries or zones by 
mutual agreements between em- 
ployer and employees, but at the 
time the Social Credit government 
came into power the Act had never 
been used, and not a single indust- 
rial standards agreement had been 
put into force. 

“Now ler me give you a brief 
report on the progress that has 
been made since your govern- 
ment was elected to office, To- 


exception they have given satisfac- 
tion both to employers and em- 
ployees. These schedules have re- 
sulted in improved wages and 
hours of employment for over 14,- 
900 employees. 

“5—The Industrial Conciliation 
and Arbitration Act, 1938. This 
statute is recognized as one of 
the fairest and most effective 
pieces of legislation of its kind 
in any province in Canada today. 
The fact that in the comparative- 
ly few cases where labor disputes 
have arisen in Alberta in the last 
four years they have been suc- 
cessfully and fairly adjusted un- 
der the provisions of this act 
speaks well for the contribution 
it has made towards the mainten- 
ance of harmonious employer- 
employee relationships. 

“There is one particular provi- 
sion in this act of which I should 
make special mention. That is the 
provision establishing by law the 
right of collective bargaining be- 
tween employers and their employ- 


| ees. 


“The recognition of this right of 
collective bargaining is something 
which employees have urged and 
sought for years. It must be a mat- 
ter of satisfaction to them to know 
that Alberta, under their present 
government, is the second province 
in Canada to recognize the justice 
of their request and to establish the 
principle and right of collective 
bargaining by law.

The next seven weeks will have to be 
porkless days for Canadians if the Domin- 
ion is to supply Britain with the promised 
600.000,000 pounds by the end of the 
contract year. This is the unwelcome but 
unavoidable fact annoynced by the food 
controller, The public will of course accept 
the situation without protest and revise 
the menu accordingly. 

This will be more easily done because 
beef is to be cheaper, and assurance 
is given that there will be no rationing of 
butter. The recent shortages of our weekly 
bacon shipments to Britain were probably 
due in some measure to a heavier than 
usual home demand for pork, caused by 
Scarce and dear beef. With beef more 
plentiful and prices lowered, the shift 
back from pork will involve no great hard- 
Ship. 

Tt is in order to remember that Britain 
wants 700,000,000 pounds of bacon next 
year; more if Canada can supply it. The 
seven week abstention from pork may 
therefore be the prelude to a year of be- 
low-average consumption in Canada, Re- 
membering the astounding expansion of 
hog-raising within the last two years, it is 
rather doubtful that the farmers can next 
year supply an additional 100,000,000 
pounds to Britain and also full rations for 
the home consumers.

Coming Into Its Own 


Sometimes the visitor sees more viv- 
idly than the home folks. Right Hon. Mal- 
colm MacDonald, Britain’s high commis- 
sioner in Canada, after a trip down north, 
gave a broadcast address on Sunday 
which Canadians everywhere can ponder 
with profit. 

The Alaska highway he described as 
the greatest piece of road-making yet 
attempted by man; a pretty large order 
when one remembers the famous high- 
ways which the Romans built across Eur- 
ope, The substance of the address was that 
the war has sent forces of development 
moving in the north country which will 
not stop when the fighting ceases. 

People in Edmonton sense this, at least 
in regard to the western part of the north- 
ern territories.

More people 
have become personally acquainted with 
northern Canada in the last year than 
knew it before. And the record stands that 
Wherever for any purpose the northland 
has been invaded in force, development of 
Some kind has resulted. 

The Bear Lake district, the Pas dis- 
trict, and the mining region of northern 
Ontario and Quebec, are instances of what 
has followed where pioneering enterprise 
has penetrated the northern “half” of this 
Dominion. Only the first steps have yet 
been taken in the exploitation of the 
northern resources. Rightly directed, de- 
velopment of many kinds and in many 
parts of the great northland will follow 
where construction men and airmen are 
now leading the way because of war con- 
ditions and necessities.

A Chalienge to France 


i Mr. Laval has formally announced 
himself in the role of Simon Legree, and 
proclaimed the entire population of 
France to be slaves who must jump when 
he cracks the whip. 

Under this order of universal serfdom 
every French man between the ages of 18 
and 50, and every unmarried French 
woman between the ages of 21 and 35, 
must work at whatever Laval says, and 
work Wherever he says. 

What the order means is plain. It fol- 
lows upon the failure of the attempt to 
induce 300,000 Frenchmen to go to Ger- 
many and work in munitions factories. 
Even Hitler's promise to release three 
times the number of French war prisoners 
failed to bring in the industrial volunteers. 

Force is therefore to be employed, and 
French men and women shipped off 
against their will to make munitions in 
German factories or join the constantly 
growing repair gangs employed in repair- 
ing damaged plants and gathering up the 
debris where Allied bombers have passed, 

Laval was under no illusion that his 
order would be accepted without protest, 
or could be applied without provoking 
open resistance. Before promulgating it 
he took personal charge of the entire 
police force of the country, called out the 
troops at key points and studded the 
Streets of Vichy with machine-guns, 

These precautions carry their own in- 
terpretation, Laval is challenging a nation- 
wide rebellios, and knew it. He did not 
expect, and did not pretend to expect, that 
the nation could be herded into servitude 
like sheep. Batons, bullets and concentra- 
tion camps are the means he prepared to 
employ, and doubtless will employ if the 
necessity he foresaw arises. 

Betrayed and cruelly wronged, this 
is the deepest humiliation yet thrust upon 
unhappy France; that a Frenchman 
should threaten to massacre his country- 
men and women unless they submit them- 
selves to forced labor for the enemy that 
has struck down their beloved France. 
And what Laval threatens he dare not re- 
fuse to carry out; else he must answer to 
Hitler with his head, 

This desperate measure implies a des- 
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perate situation to be dealt with. Goebbels 
may prattle about the trifling damage 
done by the bombing raids on Reich mun- 
itions centres. Laval’s action speaks louder 
than the radio. Hitler would not risk pro- 
voking a rebellion in France if his war 
industries were not threatening to break 
down unless the repair gangs and the 
operating staffs can be built up by import- 
ed labor. Only so can the devastation be 
offset and his armies supplied with the 
munitions they must have to keep on 
fighting. 
" Vein 
British forces in Madagascar have met 
with less resistance than they seem to 
have expected. And a good deal less than 
Vichy intended, The promised “last ditch” 
battles have not materialized. Evidently 
the French officials in the island are not 
as anxious to be put under Japanese dom- 
ination as Vichy supposed them to be. 
2 Vaan 
The key-note in Moscow communiques 
continues to be, as it has always been, the 
losses inflicted on the enemy. The ground 
he gains has never been given more than 


secondary attention. The tone of the 
publicity is in keeping with Russian 
Strategy. The basic idea of the Red war 


policy is to wear down the opposing forces 
—where, or at what cost in territory, are 
matters of less concern. 
Vv seaeer 
The warning from Ottawa that the 
submarine menace has not been dispelled, 
but only lessened, is tragically confirmed 
by the news that a Canadian patrol ship 
and four merchant vessels have been lost. 
The action was probably the one referred 
to by Berlin as a “convoy battle,” a day or 
So ago. The most regrettable loss of course 
is that of the officers and men. This gives 
sad emphasis to the headquarters state- 
ment that the battle along the sea lanes 
“is being waged as relentlessly as ever.” 


Signor Mussolini will no doubt be in- 
terested in the booklet issued by the war 
office at London on “The Abyssinian cam- 
paign.” It is recorded there that in 1940 
there were only 7,000 thinly-spread Brit- 
ish troops in the Sudan, against 300,000 
Italian troops in Libya, Erithea and Ethi- 
opia. Even recalling Wavell’s rout of Gra- 
ziani, it can hardly be doubted what would 
have happened had the 300,000 converged 
in an attack on the 7,000. Britain has, it 
Seems, had some good luck in the war, 
besides a lot of bad luck. Disaster was 
only escaped then and there because the 
Italian generals did not know how prepon- 
derant their forces were.

Walter Lippmann, the 
other day, pus‘ished a trenchant 
and unanswerable criticism of the 
absence of integration between all 
the branches of government and 
the “free-wheeling” independent 
agencies, and advocated the crea- 
tion of a war cabinet with authority 
and power. 

He is unquestionably right in 
this, but reorganization of itself | 
will accomplish nothing, unless | 
the leadership at the top, namely | 
the President himself, is prepared 
to articulate and fight for a clear | 
line in this war, selecting only men | 
around himself who hew to that 
line, and enforcing the discipline 
of that line upon all his adminis- 
trative officials.

They wish to put into Congress an 
opposition to this war, an opposi- 
tion that would cut adrift our whole 
foreign policy, and deepen the in- 
ternal cleavages in the midst of a 
terrific crisis, severing us from our 
allies, and profiteering on chaos to 
establish their own political and 
reactionary principles. 

They are exploiting and abusing 
the slogan of unity. 

And the wish for unity leads even 
the government to close its eyes. 

For the Administration’s idea of 
unity is to allow both wars to go 
on and try to strike a balance. But 
no leadership can conduct this war 
on a tightrope.

And so we see that the Secret 
Theatre of the War is not restricted 
to the short-wave broadcasts to our 
enemies, but is an internal theater 
as well where there is a spiritual 
and psychological confusion. 

And this is, in my opinion, the 
root trouble that is preventing 
clear and effective organization, 

There are minor wars where such 
things matter little. But this is not 
such a war. We are fighting not 
only armies, but an international 
Fascist conspiracy. We _ certainly 
learned from France that you can- 
not defeat Fascist armies unless 
you also, inside your own country, 
defeat the conspiracy. The heroic 
Russian resistance is neither due 
to Communism nor to Russian na- 
tionalism. It is due to the fact that 
the real nature of this war is clear 
in the minds of the Russian lead- 
ers and the Russian nation. 

And Britain would have been 
folded up if Mr. Churchill had not 
seen that there was a clear connec- 
tion between Sir Oswald Mosley 
and the way the war would be 
waged. 

Thus, it is true that we need a 
fighting war cabinet to streamline 
our effort. But we need it built, 
from the top to the bottom, of men 
who know with complete clarity 
why they are fighting this war.

And, unless the new gencral 
manager abandons many of his 
most important duties, there will 
be little for the director of broad- 
casts to do. 

The action of the board, there- 
fore leaves the situation consider- 
ably worse than it was before the 
investigation. 


Proved Unfit 


The investigating committee was 
emphatic about wanting a general 
manager who was a general man- 
ager in fact. It recommended the 
removal of Major Murray from that 
position because he had _ been 
shown unfit to exercise its func- 
tions.

450 Japs Are 
Made | Prisoner 
In Pacific Area 


PEARL HARBOR, Sept. 15.— 
(AP)—United States Pacific fleet 
headquarters announced last 
night that 450 Japanese prisoners 


were taken in the Guadalcanal 
and Tulagi island areas of the 
Solomon islands and have been 

removed to a port outside that 
area. 

United States Marines landed on 
those islands Aug. 7 in the first 
major offensive action of the war 
in the Pacific. 

The fleet announcement said: 

“Four hundred and fifty Japan- 
ese prisoners of war were taken in 
the Tulagi and Guadalcanal theatre 
of operations. 

“The majority of the prisoners 
were taken at Guadalcanal incident 
to the landing and shore operations 
of the Pacific fleet forces since 
Aug. 7. They consist of Japanese 
naval landing force personnel who 
were on shore defending the bases 
in the area, and of labor troops 
who were building an airfield. 


EXPECTED DEATH 


“The outstanding feature in the} 


capture of these prisoners is that 
eeach one expected to be killed. 
Humane treatment, including the 
furnishing of medical attention and 
clothing, was so surprising to the 
captives that many expressed a 
desire never to return to Japan. 
This attitude is understandable, 
since according to the Japanese 
code any man missing after a 
is declared legally dead. 
His family is paid a death gratuity 
and he is posthumously raised one 
rank. He becomes a man without 
a country. 

“Capture by United States forces 
of a large number of Japanese 
prisoners is the first step toward 
balancing the losses we suffered by 
capture at Wake, Guam and Ba- 
taan. It is hoped that our kind 
handling of prisoners will be 
watched by the Japanese in their 
treatment of personnel.”

Today Alberta residents can sing 
Happy Birthday to their province,

ARE ELASTIC 

There is still a long way to go 
however, before we reach capacity 
output Public officials who say 
that the peak of production for 
any country will be reached by a 
certain date are setting limits to 
production, and limits which are 
quite artificial. Capacity can al- 
ways be increased and efficiency 
improved. No country has reach- 
ed the peak of its production until 
every one with a pair of hands is 
directly contributing to the output 

One of the devices which experi- | 
ence has shown to be effective in 
stepping up production is the joint 
management - labor production 
council. By this device labor is 
taken into partnedship with man- 
agement in the operation of the 
plant. A new sense of responsibil- 
ity is thus imparted to the work- 
er, and the wits, experience and 
powers of observation possessed 
by the individual worker are 
brought to bear on the problem of 
organizing production Wherever 
it has been tried it has produced 
results, and wherever this inevit- 
able drift toward the fuller parti-| 
cipation of labor in the manage-| 
ment of industry has been resist- 
ed, discontent, absenteeism and 
poor shop conditions have been 
encountered, 

The organization of labor fs not 
only inevitable; it is, in the end,! 
highly beneficial and makes for a| 
stable society, The unionization of 
Jabor ensures proper living stand- | 
ards, increased safety and a much 
better mobilization of the nation’s 
labor resources, There has been no 
labor trouble in Britain since the 
war, or very little, because labor, | 
being almost completely unionized. | 
is a coherent force. It can be dealt | 
with by management or the State 
as one might deal with an Allied 
army, through staff conferences 
Moreover, organized labor has a 
most important consideration when 
the survival of civilized society de- | 
pends upon winning a race for pro-
